TAX MEASURE READY FOR SENATE 
HARMONY BILL 


PUT FORWARD 
BY COMMITTEE 


Another Step Toward Lightening Tax- 


payers' Load Taken By Conferees- 
Favor Additional $35,000,000 Slash 
—Major Parties United in Support. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(I. N. S.)—A harmony tax 


reduction bill, providing for approximately $365,000,000 in 
tax relief for the American people, was adopted tonight by 
the senate finance committee by a unanimous report., 


The concord between republicans and democrats in agree- 


ing upon provisions of the measure was unprecedented in the 
senate's history, but followed closely a similar "nonpartisan" 
action by the house.

companied the bill, there were some 
storm clouds in reservations made 
by individual senators to oppose 
certain provisions. The two major 
parties ,as parties, hpwever, were 
united in support of the'bill. 


The senate bill, if enacted Into

reductions proposed in the House 


Would Repeal Inheritance Tax. 
Its outstanding 
provisions dif- 


fering from those in the house bill 
were the repeal of all inheritance 
tax and estate taxes effective when 
ever the new bill becomes a law

000.The new surtax rates 
represent 


the. compromise by which the dem- 
ocrats were -won to joining the re- 
publicans in a unanimous report. 
The proposed new surtaxes were

According- to the report the en- 


gineer considers the constiuction of 
an adequate storm sewer system 
the city's outstanding problem of 
the future. He says, after detailing

violators contributed the total sum 
of $258,248.35 to the coffers of the 
state of Nebraska during 1925, and 
aside from 
that huge 
donation 


served a total of 28,014 days, or ap- 
proximately seventy-seven 
years, 


In jail, all told, according to the an- 
nual report 
prepared by 
State 


Sheriff W. C. Condit. 
This report, which will be turned 


over to Governor McMullen for til- 
ing In the state's records, was com- 
piled by Condit through the co-op- 
eration of the county sheriffs and 
local police of the entire state. It 
includes a detailed report of all ar- 
rests for liquor violations and tlie 
fines and jail sentences meted out 
in every county m the state, with 
the exception of Logan 
county, 


from which no report was received. 
The final compilation of the fig- 


ures supplied by the local officials 
shows that a total of 3,555 arrests 
were made in the state during 19^ 
for violations of the liquor laws 
The total amount of fines assessed 
upon conviction amounter to $3^9,- 
•>•>•> 91 for the entire state. Added 
to this amount of revenue Is $9,- 
025.44 which represents the amount 
of money received by the 
state 
from the sales of the seventy-three 
automobiles that were confiscated. 
These figures show an 
increase 


of ?57 703.87 over the total amount 
icvenue from convictions of liquor 
law violators in 
1924. The total 


amount of revenue, including fines 
and sales of confiscated 
automo- 


biles in 1924 was $200,544.48. 


Of the total 
number of arrests 
made during the last year, 1,753 
wero for possession of liquor, 490 
were for 
sale of liquor 223 for 
transportation of liquor, and 44 tor 
manufacture of liquor. 
Two hun- 
dred and two stills were confiscat- 
ed and destroyed. The records show 
only 990 arrests for 
intoxication 


There were 242 cases dismissed and 
631 are still pending In the courts. 
Douglas county leads the entire 
slate in virtually every one of these 
items. The Douglas county record 
shows 1.121 arrests. 121 CAses dis- 
missed, and 442 cases pending The 
total amount of fines assessed in 
that county amounted to $50,782.00. 
The Jail sentences passed out to 
the violators totaled 570 days. Ac- 
cording to the records, the number 
of bootleggers 
that go to jail in 
Douglas 
county is 
considerably 
smaller than in many other coun- 
ties in the state in comparison to 
the number of arrests. 
Lancaster was secona in the list 


with 524 arrests and a total amount 
of $28,820.77 in fines and 2,720 days 
in jail. Lancaster county led everv 
county in tha state in 
jail 
sen- 
tences meted out, by more than a 
thousand days. 
One hundred and 
seventy-three 
persons 
were ar- 
rested in Lancaster countv during 
the j'ear for possession of liquor, 
40 for sale, 39 for transportation, 
nnd 4 for manufacture. 
Two stills 


were confiscated in the county. 


Of the other counties in the state, 


Scotts Bluff made by far the best 
showing, with 208 arrests and 10 
stills 
confiscated.

This liquor law enforcement work 


was done In the main by the local 
authorities, with

aid of the 


state department in many instances 
The state 
department 
itself 
has 


made a showing that State Sheriff 
Condit Is proud of. 
Aside from the 427 arrests made 


for liquor law 
violations, It 
has 


been through the efforts of State 
Sheriff Condit and his deputies that 
two murder cases have been solved, 
resulting in four arrests. It was 
clue chiefly to the 
work of State 


Sheriff Condit that the murder 
of 
Ace Ransom, former Minden chief 
of police, was solved, and 
Henry 
Bartlett and Charles Sealing were 
placed under arrest. Bartlett is now 
under death sentence as the result 
of his conviction. 
The work of Condit and his dep- 
uties, together with Sheriff Berthe 
of North Platte led to the arrest of

Death Rate 


Increases and 
BirthsDecrease 


An Increase In the death rate and 


a decrease in the birth rate for 
Lincoln during- 1925 are the features 
of a bulletin issued by the city health 
department containing a compari- 
son in the health situations of 1925 
and 1924. 
The death rate during 1925 was 


12 8 persons for each thousand pop- 
ulation, as compared with a rate of 
11.9 during 1924 There were 777 
deaths during the year, the report 
states, which is an increase of 76 
over 1024. The Increase is explained 
in part by the fact that more non- 
residents died in Lincoln during the 
year, according to Dr. C. F. Chap- 
man, superintendent of the depart- 
ment of health. Thirty-eight mor« 
non-residents died here than in 192*. 


A birth rate of 22.3 per thousand 
population against a rate of 23.4 In 
1924 
is explained by the report as 


being due perhaps to the fact that 
not all births are reported. 
The 


number of births reported in 192G 
was 1.342, while 1,373 tvere reported 
in 1924. 
A slight increase is also noted !n 


the Infant mortality figures. A fig- 
ure of 61 deaths for every thousand 
birth is compared -with the 1824 
figure. 55.6 deaths for each thou- 
sand births. 
Dr. Chapman charges the in- 
creased death rate to the fact that 
Lincoln'!, incrcaitd hospital facili- 


ties attract many 
non-residents 


here. Again, there Is the naturally 
increasing population, which tends 
to raise the death rats, according 
to the 3"early bulletin.

On New Capitol 


^ 


Lessened distances to be one of 


the chief accomplishments of the 
capitol builders in this year of 1926. 
By the time we are treated to 
another new year, capitol visitors 
will be able to go directly from the 
north to the south wing, without 
veering- down-the east and west cor- 
ridors and crossing the two little 
bridges of sighs. 
In the next twelvemonth, Nebras- 


ka's new capitol building is to as- 
sume a more finished appearance 
than it has In the past months of its 
construction. True, a large gap will 
remain on the wes't side, where the 
senate chamber is to be constructed 
at a later date, 
and the 
much 


talked-of tower of the central ro- 
tunda -will not be in place, but the 
east wing is to look qutie normal 
and the connecting foyer between 
the north and south wings js to be 
niade useable. 
During this year, the foundations 
and basement for the entire struc- 
ture will be completed. This con- 
struction will include the portions 
that are to underlie the third sec- 
tion, which work will Include the 
tower and the senate chamber. 


The main work of the year wil 
be concerned with the foyer from 
the north to the south wing, wit" 
the house of representatives, and 
with the central rotunda. The com- 
mission will be satisfied 
if 
this 
year's work finds the actual con- 
struction done, and no decorative 
work, either mural or tiling, will be 
undertaken. It is hoped to have the 
house chamber completed In a rough 
way in the interior, so that the next 
session may be held there. A few of- 
fices beneath the house of repre- 
sentatives will be finished this year. 


The foyer on the south of the 
rotunda will be carried through on 
the third floor as a supreme court 
library. This room will connect with 
the present reading rooms of the 
court. The second floor -will house 
a second supreme court room, to be 
known »s Court rom No. 2. The ro- 
tunda Is to have an 80 foot celling.

1 and a slight 
excess in sunshine and humidity, 
says the summary of climate and 
crop conditions in the state for the 
month issued Saturday by Thom- 
as A. Blair, 
metco(rolog:ist at the 


government weather bureau here. 
The report continues. 
The month opened 
warm, 
and 


with the exception of the fourth 
and fifth, temperatures continued 
well above 
normal for the first 


twelve days, the highest tempera- 
tures for the month being recorded 
at practically all stations during 
this period. 
Cold weather pre- 


vailed the next five days, with a 
marked rise in temperaure on the 
17th 
or 18th. Temperatures were 
again well be'ow normal from the 
20th to the 22nd and above from 
the "3rd to the 25th, followed by a 
decided drop, the coldest \veatlier 
of the month occurring generally 
luring- the last week. 
Teempera- 


tures from 3 degrees to 20 degrees 
were recorded on the 27th and 28th. 
The 
total 
precipitation for the 


month 
was generally ' between 1 


nch and 2 Inches over most of the 
northern half of the state and less 
than 1 inch over tke southern. Less 
han half an inch fel! in scattered 
ireas 
in some southern, central, 


ind northeastern 
counties, 
while 
'mounts exceeding two inches were 
eported from a few eastern, cent- 
ral, and western stations. The pre- 
cipitation of the month fell gen- 
erally in three storm periods, cen- 
'ered on the 3rd, 14th, an^ 20th, 
with light scattered falls of snow 
during the last decade.

of 
the monthly 
amount fell during a state-wide 
snow storm on the 14th, the fall 
iuring this storm ranging from 2 
'o 30 inches. 
The total snowfall for the state 
averaged 9 2 inches, or nearly twice 
the a\erage, and has been exceded 
n December but four times dui- 
ng the 
past thirty-seven years 


The greatest 
falls were generally 
n the northeastern and western 
divisions. 
The first half of the month was 
enerally favorable for farm work, 
the heavy snow at the end of the 
second week interrupting all out- 
door activities Corn husking made 
good progress and was mostly com- 
jleted b> the midd e of the month 
and some corn was marketed the 
last half, 
although rough roads 


iveie unfavorable for hauling. Much

Hurt By Cheap Corn; 1926 Outlook Bright

The clear blue skies ot the future. 


In the -words and opinion of one ag- 
ricultural expert of this city, con- 
tain several rays of warm, clear 
sunshine that are about to pierce 
the entire livestock producing field. 
And the entire livestock producing 


field means the whole of Nebraska. 
The "smart city feller" who recently 
called this region a "cow state" was 
not far off in the meaning of his 
words. 
Strange as it may seem to many 
a poor politician laboring under the 
terrific burden of what he thinks 
the mtdwestern farmer has to bear, 
agricultural experts in Lincoln—at 
t;ie heart of the midwest itself—are 
not so exercised about the "situa- 
tion" nor about the prospects for 
192G, or 1936 or 1946, as the over- 
burdened 
farmer. 


guardians

Corn is cheap, but hogs are high, 
and the combination does not work 
out so badly for the farming class 
as a whole. 
The specialist grain 


I'.irmer will put up a fuss in times 
o'~ low corn prices, just as the spe- 
cialist stock raiser will kick when 
quotations on his produce- jum.p 
downwards and wipe off the slender 
margin of profit which he must 
nurse with care. 
But cheap corn, 


ns a general thing is not.a detri- 
ment to agriculture in,this state. 


Better Next Year. 


For that reason, there are those 


who predict still better times here 
next year. 
Nebraska is indeed a stock state. 


Jn'somc ways it is THE stock state. 
Th'-rc is none other in the union, 
ohFcrvcs Prof. H. J- Gramlich, who 
is un authority on that sort of thing 
•it tbt- agricultural college, which 
boasts a real feeding section and a 
real range section. 
, 
In the northwestern part of this 


state there is an unsurpassed range 
area Conditions nowhere are better 
for raising beef cattle in the open. 
The shorthorn white face has taken 
tne place of the long-horned steers 
that once roamed those ranges, and 
barbed wire fence has come into its 
own but the fundamental range 
conditions have remained the same 
as in the days of the old "wild 
west." 
With the exception of a few irn- 
-ated valleys, farming does not 
flourish in the west, and is not 
"really encouraged. Land owners 
ore not asked to uproot the prairie 
grass and put in corn. 
Many ot 


them, without any urging other 
than economic considerations, are 
trying "to put plowed land back into 
pasture. That is the reason those 
range cattle are multiplying year 
after year and forming the base ma- 
tcriaf concerning which farmers all 
over the middle west read quota- 
tions daily, all the year around, 
from Kansas City. Omaha and Chi- 
cago livestock -markets. 


Shipped East. 


But cattle cannot be fattened on 


range. 
They must have corn, and 
corn doesn't 
grow where cattle, 


range. Therefore, steers arc shipped 
east to be fattened. 


In most sections they must be 


shipped out of the state. As a mat- 
ter oC fact, thousands of Nebraska 
nnge animals arc taken to Iowa 
and farther east, but other thou- 
sands arc transferred merely to the 
farms of eastern Nebraska 
and 


there left to munch the golden 
grain, wax sleek and prepare to win 
grand championships. 
* 
So Nebraska, with its fine range 
land and equally fine corn belt is 
unique in its double distinction as 
the native land and the fattening 
land for cattle. 


Cattle the Basis. 
That is why corn is so important 


here—just as corn is important in 
Iowa. But even more than in Iowa 
Nebraska must base Its wealth on 
cattle. 
In a high corn year, what hap- 


pens? The cattle raisers simply are 
unable to buy the feed. It goes to 


• market • through elevators and 
so 


brings more to the farmer than-If 
it were, sold on the hoof. But. in a 
year like this, when the price is a 
bit below par, the cattle fattener 
revels. He is making money. Ne- 
braska is making money. And yet 
the politicians storm. 
The man who loses is the exclus- 


ive corn planter. 
Sot fewer and 


fewer farmers are listed as exclus- 
ive corn planters^ They are learn- 
ing the trick of taking on a few 
cattle to eat up any surplus corn 
that may exist in their own or their 
.neighbor's corn crop and selling the 


higher. But then, the farmer is not 
much more reliable in this respect 
than is the grain market itself. 
Many a young wizard of Wall Street 
has grot "his fingers burned by try- 
ing- to bank on the actions of one 
or the other. 


Professor Gramlich holds, never- 


theless, that a good maxim is "never 
follow the crowd," especially in corn 
planting and in livestock feeding. 


Not a Calamity. 


lie recalls that four or five years 
ago there occurred a situation much 
the same as that with which the 
farmers are now confronted. There 
was quite an outcry and corn was 
left to rot in open bins. But as for 
actual bad effects, there were few, 
and the surplus was taken care of 
in time. Such tides of prosperity 
from, one line to another, he be- 
lieves, are bound to occur, and are 
•not nearly so serious as Certain cor- 
respondents would have one think. 


The deciding element for next 
year, and for the ones that come 
after, will be the administration's 
attitude on the tariff question, he 
asserts. 
A high. tariff for farm 


produce will not do—..there is noth- 
ing to shut out. The only remedy, 
so that farmers will not have to pay 
so many bushels of corn for a corn 


cultivator, is to lower the tariff on 
manufactured articles. 


So here Is the situation in Ne- 
braska for 1926—that thing will go 
along much as before, with farmers 
not half so badly off as they are 
sometimes pictured, but with the 
earning powers of corn and beef 
possibly reversed, and with much 
depending- on the action of the ad- 
ministration. 


The Future.. 


But, ten years from now. how will 
braska for 1926—that things will go 
There 
will be some permanent 


change in 1920, but not enough to 
measure it definitely. By consider- 
ing a ten-year period, one gets a 
magnified view of the single year 
and can decide what the general 
drift in the smaller measure of time 
has been, no matter how small. 
That drift in Nebraska at least, in 


the opinion of Mr. Gramlich and 
Mr. Kiesselbach, will be small. 
Ten years from now Nebraska 


will still occupy Us place as the 
ideal stock state. 
It will have 
learned more about planting soil 
nutrition crops, such as clover and 
alfalfa, but the size of the farms 
will not be changed much and the 
crops will be much the same. 
That does not sound surprising, 


perhaps, but in a 
, 
countries, other states, and at other 
times, great changes have made 
themselves felt on the farm In ten 
years. In such a new land as- Ne- 
braska, It would not be at all sur- 
prising 
If 
a 
definite 
movement 


showed Itself in such a tithe. Con- 
sider the swing to sheep raising in 
England— the swing from stock to 
cotton in Texas — the possibilities of 
huge machine-run estates Instead oC 
the farmstead. Those are examples 
or possibilities which make agri- 
culture seem not so stable after all. 


Industry Stable Here. 


But in Nebraska It is stable. One 


of these two experts ventured to 
say that a hundred years from now, 
Nebraska's staples and Nebraska 
farms will not have changed ma- 
terially. 


We are however, at somewhat of 
a turning point. In eastern Nebras- 
ka, the condition of the land is' such 
that fertilizing generally pays. The 
era of the tractor farm has come 
and subsided a bit. Farms in the 
last few years have grown, on the 
whole, a little larger than formerly. 
Some such slow changes will con- 


tinue. It is difficult to say whether 
machines will come into their own, 
or whether' the good old-fashioned 


Mr.

at College 


View or elsewhere in Nebraska and 
producing wells opened, any fluid, 
yielded by them suitable to use 
as automobile fuel, would be sub- 
ject to gasoline tax under the state 
law as interpreted by Chief T. W. 
Bass of the tax collection bureau, 
lie has been studying this phase 
of the statute and has reached the 
conclusion that the. tax must be 
paid, whether the liquid is shipped 
in from outside or comes from tho 
soil of Nebraska. 
Crude petroleum, kerosene, and 


distillates 
are exempt from 
the 
gasoline 
tax, which 
applies 
to 
"gasoline, naptha, benzine, benzol, 
and such other volatile and im- 
flammable liquid as may be pro- 
duced or compounded for the pur- 
pose of, or as may be used for, 
operating or propelling motor ve- 
hicles." 
- The product obtained from wells 
and borings at College View, which 
is generally supposed to be gaso- 
line that 
leaked out of 
storage 
tanks somewhere in the vicinity, 
has been tried by a number of 
automobile owners in their engine^ 
and works almost as well as the 
ordinary 
commercial 
fluid.

would therefore b« taxable If wells 
were opened on a producing basis. 
Dr. Bass says, because It "may bo 
used for operating motor vehicles."

With so 
large a number of institutions in 
which the state cares for its de- 
pendents, its mentally and physic- 
ally ill, and its criminals, and board, 
in addition to its construction work, 
always has large expenditures for 
repairs and remodeling-. 
At the present time plans are be- 
ing made to expend about $800,000 
in modern Improvements on 
the 
state institutions. Some of the ma- 
jor projects to be undertaken dur- 
ing the remainder of the blennium 
or that are 
under 
way are the 


ne-w residence at the penitentiary, a 
large power plant, erection of cattle 
barns, and the purchase of new 
ground and the erection of cottages. 
General repairs amounting to sev- 
eral thousands of dollars are like- 
wise contemplated. 
The forty-year old administration 


building- at the Nebraska Institution 
for the FeeMe Minded at Beatrice 
has been remodelled and made into 
a boys' building at a cost of $16,000 
This building has been very badly 
in need of repair, and the offices 
wera remox-ed to a new building, 
but the remodeling will make It 
satisfactory for use again.

HOUSES AT NEBRASKA 


A building that has aroused much in- 


terest and comment among Lincoln resi- 
dents and visitors during the past months 
is the new Delta Tau Delta chapter house, 
now under construction at 1435 R street. 


Practically all of the exterior work on 


this beautiful three-story house has been 
completed, in spite of several periods of 
inclement weather, and the interior fin- 
ishing begun. 


Natural Indiana Oolitic limestone 


forms the exterior of the house. It meas- 
ures 82 feet from wing to wing and is 55 
feet deep. 


The basement will contain the dining 


room, chapter room, a long hall, ante- 
room, unfinished storeroom, boiler room, 
coal room, pantry and kitchen. The din- 
ing room and hall will be finished in 
cream colored face brick. The _ chapter 
and anterooms will be done in black face 
brick. 


At the east end of the first floor the 


sun room has been built. The west end 
forms a porte cochere. Between these 
two points the living room, music and 
trophy room, guest room and a long hall 
are so planned that for parties the whole 
floor may be converted into an enormous 
dance floor. Wide, eliptical arches con- 
nect all the ground floor room. 


The walls will be finished in golden 


brown rag stucco and the woodwork will 
be French gray oak. Cement terraces run

across the north and south sides of the 
building. 


The second floor has two large dormi- 


tories, one across the east end and above 
the sun room and one across the west end 
above the porte cochere. Also, there are 
eight study rooms, with $ big bathroom. 


Third floor is a duplicate of second 


floor, except that the house is roofed 
above the two dormitories. Yellow pine 
woodwork and white plaster walls char- 
acterize the upper two floors. 


NEW SITE IN ACCORDANCE 


WITH PLAN. TO MAKE "R" 


STREET FRATERNITY ROW 


Years hence, when the University of 


Nebraska has expanded and beautified 
its present campus, it is planned that "R" 
street shall be known as Fraternity Row 
and Sixteenth street north as Co-ed av- 
enue. Fraternity houses will be built 
along "R" -street and sorority houses 
along Sixteenth. 


The choice of site for the new Delta 


Tau Delta house was influenced by this 


plan. Also, when Fifteenth street is cut 
through from "0"" street to the campus, 
the Delta Tau Delta house will be on the 
new street. 


Just above the main entrance appears 


the crest. On one side is the Delta Tau 
Delta shield and on the other that of the 
University of Nebraska. A scrool bearing 
the Greek letters of the fraternity con- 
nects, the two shields. 


Fraternity colors will be displayed in 


a novel manner. At the third floor level 
is prepared a place for two massive stone 
urns with wrought iron standards. Gold 
and purple lights will be hidden within 
the urns and glass reflectors will cover 
-them. Live steam pipes connecting with 
the steam plant exhausts in the basement 
will run through them. The colored lights, 
reflecting upon the rising steam, will pro- 
duce rainbow effects. 


The present home of Delta Tau Delta 


is 1504 "S" street. The local chapter was 
established April 7, 1894. 


Features of the New Chapter House 


It will have one of the largest fire 


places in Lincoln. The seven-foot fire 
place 'will extend across the south end of 
the living room. 


With the exception of study tables and 


chairs, all furniture in the study rooms 
will be built in. 


Shower baths only will be used in the 


new house. 


The guest room is located on the first 


floor.

come to a full stop bexore entering- 
them This gives traffic on the ar- 
terial streets the right of way to 
proceed in greater s>aiety and with 
less mtciruption than on less pro- 
tected streets. 


"The arterial plan 
already 
has 


proved 
a 
great 
coii^ enience 
to 


vehicular tralfic; It has actually re- 
duced the number of accidents and 
should promote more etflcient and 
adequate police supervision. 


"It it, a noticeable fact that auto- 


Ists are learning- to drive with their 
cars under better control; thev are 
learning- when and how to apply 
their brakes, and are showing con- 
sideration to others who have equal 
rights on the streets with them. 


"I have never advocated the policy 


of wholesale arrest of traffic vio- 
lators, believing- that with educa- 
tion and familiarity with the sys- 
tem, the success of 'selling' public 
safety will be assured Ninety per 
co-i1 of the traveling- public in Lin- 
coln has accepted the regulations 
and is conscientiousl} and conSist- 
enllv obejing- them. 


Simpler for Police. 


"With most oC the traffic concen- 


tiated on the ftsw arterial 
streets, 


the difflfultv of apprehending vio- 
lators has been diminished and. as 
has been pointed out it should sim- 
plify the police problem. 


"The new regulations have 
had

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HE forty million dollar increase seen in Lincoln's 
bank clearings for 1925 is an indication of the 


heightened business activity in this city and the 
state generally. 


That, of course, is not the only sign. There are in- 
surance companies, loan companies and also private 
individuals concernings v whose transactions 
one 


cannot even make an ebtiniate. But the figures that 
are on file, and the guesses a purdent man is allowed 
to make all point to financial stability of Nebraska 
and its various institutions. 


Deposits in Lincoln's two state and five national 
bank at the close of 1925, totalled $29,591,750; the 
loans and discounts were $18,927,389; the capital 
stock and surplus, $2,989,779; and total resources, 
$83372,974. In every case, there is a increase o\er 
the same figure for 1924. 


The number and size of local insurance companies 
have also made a name for Lincoln. There are seven 
of them in the city, with a million dollars of capital 
stock, assets of $36,303,000; risks totalling $236,- 
261,000. Insurance can be obtained anywhere, but 
the town with a number of home companies,, in-. 
eluding one which is the largest in the state, has the 


real advantage as a financial center. The loans 


of such concerns, placed all over the state, 


give enormous prestige to the city 


where they originate.

Home building is one of the established activities of Lincoln that hardly needs 
be urged. It is urged and it *s encouraged, but whether^'helped along or not 
would still continue at an unabated pace. For homebuiiding here rests on a 
more substantial basis than publicity _ campaigns or promotion work. 
Every year sees dozens of new houses dotting the fringes of the city and mixed 
in with older residences. Nearly every year sees not only an increased number 
but an increased average valuation of the structures that are erected. 
An encouraging feature of home building statistics for Lincoln is that so much 
remodeling, at an average cost of two or three thousand dollars for each job 
is done. Every town, small or large, wants to expand, to grow rapidly, to in- 
clude huge areas of what were once farm lands on its border. But every town, 
too, soon realizes that if the older sections are neglected, beauty and home-like 
atmosphere will not long abide there. 
These extensive remodeling activities carried on here are indications of the in- 
terest which citizens of Lincoln take in the older sections, just as the rapidly 
paved streets stretching towards fast-changing city limits are indications of 
the interest they take in expanding and building anew.

Lincoln is a home city. That has beensaid so often that it is rather trite. Never- 
theless, it is today more true than ever. 


Nearly as much money was spent on Lincoln homes last year as on all types of 
construction during 1924. The figuresare: $3,043,825 for 1925 home building- and 
$3,195,615 for all types in 1923. The hotel projects, big and interesting as they 
were, cost but $1,845,000. 


When every type of home construction, such as remodeling, garages, and apart- 
ments are counted, the home building cost $3,510,214 in 1925, as compared 
with $3,495,862 for all other types of construction whatsoever—churches, school 
houses- filling stations, hotels, lodge halls, fraternity houses, warehouses, fac- 
tories and office buildings. 


It has been confidentlyl asserted that 1926 will see more extensive home building 
operations than was recorded last year. Developments now under way, contracts 
of which there is personal knowledge and the general trend of business affairs 
are the basis for this forecast.

Lincoln haa just passed through the year of its 


greatest building activity. The bustle of construction 
was not confined to any one line but embraced resi- 
dences, churches, building blocks, schools, 
hotels, 


apartment houses and so forth. 


Seven million dollars worth of new buildings were 


put up, or the way prepared for them. 


In*the face of such a rush, the builders of Lin-

With two large elementary build- 
ings under construction and another 
just completed, the board of edu- 
cation is continuing to focus its at- 
tention on the

Definite plans have been made to 
construct a new south side junior 
high school and to replace one of 
the older elementary schools. Dis- 
cussion Is under way concerning the 
erection of a second grammar school 
and concerning certain needed ad- 
ditions to the hig-h school. 


Bids for the Irving junior hiyh 


school, to be located on Twenty- 
second street just north of Van 
Dorn, have been advertised and will 
be opened January 2S. This build- 
ing- will have a capacity of 1,000 to 
1,200 pupils, about that of Whlttler, 
and it will l.o occupied in Septem- 
ber, 
1927. as it takes sixteen to 


eighteen months to complete one of 
these large school buildings. Pupils 
of the eighth, ninth and tenth 
grades on the south side will be 
cared for there. 
Plans for the new junior high 


have been prepared by Meginnis and 
Schaumberg, and it is to cost not 
more than ?675,000 
The building 


will be of face brick ot clinker to 
smooth finish, and will face east. 
The Gothic tower at the south end, 
a marked feature of the building, 
and a means of adding a fourth 
floor to the three-story building, 
and the coping- will be of buff ran- 
dom cut stone. A wing will project 
at each end of the building. 


Irving Plan*. 


Irving is to have twentv-two 


home rooms, two cooking- labora- 
tories, with the store rooms and 
laundry that form a part of such a 
suite, three sewing rooms, with ad- 
jacent fittu'g and storage rooms, a 
cafeteria in which 900 to 1,000 pupils 
can be served, and a kitchen Plans 
call for three elementary science 
rooms and three drawing and art 
rooms.

The construction of Irving junior high school is to be one of the major projects of the board of educa- 


tion) this year. This building will be the second new junior high to be built, but it Is the third school of 
that rank in Lincoln. Of a very pleasing architectural design, the new school will serve a large number 
of south side pupils and embodies the latest plans in school construction. 
square 
The space below is occu- 
pied by stairways, and as there is 
no room above the music room, or- 
chestras and bands 
can practice 
without disturbing other classes. 


The auditorium, has a seating ca- 
pacity of 1,200. 
One-story shops 
have been arranged for the building, 
where auto mechanics, 
electrical 
work, carpentry and such trades 
are to be taught. 
The school is 
to have a large library and health 
rooms. A gymnasium for boys and 
one for girls are to be at opposite 
ends of the structure, with showers 
and lockets. 


A saving in money and in space 
has been made by making the girls' 
gymnasium and the stage the same, 
an innovation in Lincoln schools. A 
wooden curtain separates the bow 


of the stage from the rear, where 
the gymnasium classes are to be 
held. At the same time, the space 
between the curtain and the front 
of the stage is sufficiently large for 
speakers at assembly programs, but 
the stage can be made many feet 
deeper for class plays. It is also 
planned as a basketball court, with 
the ad\-antage that spectators all 
have comfortable seats. 


New Park School. 
Park school is to have a new 


building started this vear, although 
it cannot be ready for occupancy 
until September, 1927. Bids on this 
structure will be opened February 
2, and work will start as so9n as 
weather permits in the spring. Be- 
tween 900 and 1,000 children will 
be cared for in this building, plans 


for which are drawn by Davla and 
Wilson. 
This school is to. face south on F 
street at Eighth, and it will be con- 
structed in a "U" shape ""about the 
present building, which will remain 
in use for more than a year. 
It 


will have an open court of 200 feet 
between the wings for a kinder- 
garten and primary 
playground, 


after the removal of the old build- 
ing.The outside measurements from 
east to west and from north to 
south are 260 feet. 
The structure 
will have a wing at each end of 
the two stories, and another wing, 
one story in height, will connect 
the two side wings at the rear of 
the building. 
This wing will be

New Use for Telephones 


C Remote control broadcast of radio 


programs is becoming a very im- 
portant radio activity. In remote 
control programs, the microphone 
or transmitter, is simply taken out 
of the studio and installed at any 
given point at any distance from 
the studio and connected with the 
broadcasting apparatus by regular 
telephone circuits.

contest because most of its various

ccout troops of high standard. 
To secure interest of the Lincoln 


Bcouta in a. regional contest being 
conducted during 1926, the sectiona 
plan, of campaign has been adapted 
to 
the 
local 
council. Lincoln 
through the local troops contest, is 
engaged in a- contest with all the 
councils of Region 8, which Includes 
the states of Iowa, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, 
Kansas, 
Colorado, 
and 


Wyoming. At the close~6f the in- 
ter-troop "contest, Lincoln will be 
rated in comparison with the other 
councils of the region.

The regional contest is known as 
the \Valt«,r W. Head cup contest 
and Mr. Head of Omaha, chairman 
of this region, is to present a cup 
to the winning: council Plans are 
be'ng made to offer a cup to the 
successful troop of Lincoln coun- 
cil at the close of the year. 
The forty-two Lincoln troops of 


835 Boy Scouts will take part in 
this contest of a year's duration. 
Three hundred men are supporting 
the scouts in their endeavor, in- 
cluding the scoutmaster .assistant 
scoutmaster, and troop committee 
of five men for each troop. 


High Goal Set Up. 
The perfect 
Lincoln 
troop of 


1926 
would make 1.750 points in 
this contest, according to 
~W. J. 
Kent, the sco,\t executive. While 
the immediate v ause of the various 
i atings is for t.ie purpose of the 
contest, eventual^ the total ratings 
for each troop will prove of value to 
the 
scout comr ussioners 
From 
them they can determine the troops 
that for some reason or other need 
assistance and ir just what points 
they need help, 7Ir. Kent explained. 


In the contest 130 points will be 
given for prompt troop re-registra- 
tton. Prompt in this case means 
that th.e re-registration statistics 
must reach the local headquarteis 
not later than the 10th of 
the 


month 
following 
the expiration 
month of the tioop. The same num- 
ber of points will be given to troops 
•whose scoutmasters graduate from 
the council training course, to be 
given later in the year, and half 
that many to each assistant scout- 
master who graduates from 
the 
same course. Each committeeman, 
up to and including five, brings his 
troop 30 poi/nts for graduation from 
this course. 


It shouldn't be hai cl for all troops 
to be perfect in rule 3. because it 
merely says that points are Riven 
on the percentage 
of 
registered 
scouts spending seven nights or 
more In a scout camp, either sum- 
mer camp, winter camp, or on over- 
night hikes under adult leadership. 


Two points are given for each per 
cewt, or 50 points, for example, for 
25 per c^nt of the membership at- 
tending one of these camps. 


Membership Count* High. 


The next rule is concerned with 


the net increase in registered scout 
membership by January 
1, 1927. 
Each tioop may have 3 points for 
each per cent of Increase up to 50 
per xent, or, in other words, no 
more than 
130 points will be 


awarded each troop in this part of 
the contest. Five points may be 
gained for each per cent less than 
30 per cent rurnover. 1C the turn- 
over amounts to more than 30 per 
cent, the troop can not be scored on 
this point. Scoring will be based 
on each troop's figures of December 
31. 1926. and each scoutmaster must 
give the number of scouts dropped 
for reasons other than death, trans- 
fer, removal from the city, or age.'

Indian Name 


A new chapter of D. A. R. m Ne- 


braska has just been given 
the 


name of Fetah Le Shaury, after the 
great Petah Shauru, head chief ot 
the Pawnee Indians. The chapter is 
at Genoa and \%as visited last Fri- 
day e%ening by Mrs. Clara S. Paine, 
state regent. The chapter enter- 
tained at dinner for Mrs. Paine and 
the following story of the life of 
Petah Le Shauru, the Indian chief 
was given by John Williamson who 
knew and was a very good friend 
of the chief: 


"Centuries ago the Pawnees came 


from the south and roamed o-ver the 
prairies of Nebraska. In 1859 they 
took possession of this part of the 
country where Genoa now stands, 
and the 
surrounding land. They 


numbered mere than 2,400 and were 
composed of four bands, the Skidi, 
Chowees, Teta-hov-el-rate, and the 
Kit-ka-haws. These bands were 
presided over by chiefs and sub- 
chiefs, Petah Le Shauru being the 
chief who was in supreme 
com- 
mand and regarded by the white 
men as well as his tribe, as being 
the most intelligent Indian among 
them. He was a remarkable man 
and after his death the title of 
head chief o£ the Pawnees passed 
away because all other chiefs de- 
clined to become his successor, fear- 
ing they could not fill the position 
with the same dignity and ability 
that Petah had done. 


"Had Petah 
been a white man 


with the educational opportunities 
of the present day at his command, 
he would 
have taken his 
place 


among the prominent men of this 
state.- 


"The Indian chief was 
bo-rn in 


1795 and died during the summer of 
1878. He was accidentally shot while 
loading a revolver and died in a few 
days. He is buried on a knoll south 
of the Loup river, near Genoa, but 
no one knows the exact spot. Witli 
him are buried copies of the treat- 
ies made with the government, unJ

heightened activity. 
Bank figures are not an infallible 
guage of business conditions, yet 
they form a surprisingly responsive 
barometer.

Prosperity General. 


The total resources of Lincoln's 
banks show the same general trend 
oi prosperity lor the city. The figure 
at the close of business December 
31, 1JI25, is slightly less than at the 
end of Mai oh, 1925, but that fact is 
in itself proof 
of 
the 
progress 
achieved In the ^ear, for the total 
of resources at the end of the first 
quarter of the year is almost in- 
\\iriably considerably greater than 
at the beginning- of the \ear. 


These figures of total resources 
probablv record \cry well the pro- 
gress of prosperity in the United 
States as a. whole. From the be- 
ginning of the war until its close 
the resources mount steadily, but 
Ihere is i- sudden drop in 19JO, the 


perity is also reflected In the deple- 
tion of the cash icserve The per 
cent of cash reserve to deposits In 
1921 was about 32, and at the start 
of this year it was slightly les>s than 
26 per cent, but still far above legal 
reiiuiiements. 


There is evidently a greater de- 
mand for loans, for the total 
of 
loans and discounts is larger this 
jear, and this shows up again in the 
lessening of the per cent cash re- 
sen e. 


But the increase m deposits, sub- 
stantially a half million, shows verv 
well that this is not a hollow "boom" 
period of inflation, but one of gen- 
uine prosperity. 


Deposits Are Heavy. 


This great volume of 
deposits, 
very nearly thirty millions of dol- 
lars, is in itself a significant indica- 
tion of the wealth of Nebraska, If 
we assume that the population of 
Lincoln is about 60,000, this enor- 
mous sum represents an average 
saving of ?500 for every man, wo- 
man, and child in the c-itv. 


This figure is not quite a true in-

built back of the present Park 
building, and will contain an audi- 
torium with a seating capacity of 
630, 
a music room, library and op- 


portunity rooms. 
A bicycle room 


has been planned for the west wing 
basement, and open air room and 
kindergarten 
in the west wing. 


Owing to the sharp slope of the 
ground in that part of the city, the 
first floor is on the sidewalk level 
on the east and is eight feet above 
the ground on the west. 


A "Unit" School. 


Work is going forward on the 


preliminary plans for a school unit 
at 
Forty-eighth and M —streets, 


which will take the place of the 
prefaent Hawthorne school. 
This 


school, in its first unit, will be about 
the size of the new Sheridan school. 
It is being constructed on the unit 
plan to accommodate the present 
enrollment of the school and to 
provide for expansion as the district 
grows and is built up with tesi- 
ionces. 
The board would like to 
begin construction of this unit this 
summer, but the fact is contingent 
upon the completion of the plans 
and of more importance in the un- 


dertaking of construction the secur- 
ing of water and sewtr facilities. 


A major project before the board 


for consideration at present la an 
addition to the high school. 
Pro- 


vision of $100,000 or U50.000 for an 
added unit to the school was made 
In the last bond Issue, and discus- 
sion of this addition is paramount 
in the board sessions at present. 
Just what shall bo included in the 
addition has not been decided, but 
its construction Is one of the first 
considerations of the board for 1926. 


The present high school building 


was planned for 1,500 students and 
more than 2,200 are being cared for 
there at this time. Even with the 
removal of some students to the 
contemplated junior high school, 
which will not occur until the open- 
Ing of the 1927 school year, the high 
school will be forced to serve 1,900 
or 2,000 of the tenth, eleventh and 
twelfth grades. 


Within the present calendar year, 
the question of building a west side 
junior high school Is to come before 
the board. 
Plans have not been 
drawn, nor has the site been de- 
termined, but this school, to be 
planned for 600 or 700 pupils, is 
under consideration in this year's 
building program. At present it is 
merely a question of discussion and 
study, but before the end of the 
year it is possible preliminary plans 
will be obtained and definite plans 
made for construction.

City Engineer Erickson Discusses 
Municipal Planning With An Idea 
Towards Recreational Facilities 


In a paper prepared recently for 
Nebraska League of Municipalities, 
D. L. Erickson, city engineer, dis- 
cussed the several phases of city 
planning, giving particular atten- 
tion to the recreational problem 
as it has been handled in the cap- 
ital city. 
"The city planning movement is 


becoming more and more popular 
In American cities," Mr. Erickson 
says, "and the number of indivi- 
duals interested m city planning 
Is 
rapidly increasing. 
Primarily 
city 
planning deals 
with 
four 


phases o£ a city plan. 
"1—The transportation 
system 


or the means provided for getting 
In and out of a city. 
"2—The street system 
through 


Which the daily business Is done. 
"3—The park and 
recreational 


facilities upon which depend to a 
large degree the health and com- 
fort of the community. 
"4—The location of the public 


buildings. 


Extending Facilities. 


"It is my purpose to show what 
the city of Lincoln Is accomplish- 
ing along this third phase of city 
planning by describing a munic- 
ipal recreational center, which has 
been developed In the last nine 
years at the north end of Antelope 
park. 
"In 1918 the city of Lincoln voted 


$50,000 for the extension of Ante- 
lope park to O street. 
Additions 
were made to this amount from 
time to time and as a result the 
city purchased approximately sev- 
enteen acres of ground, Irregular 
In shape, bounded approximately 
by J and N streets, Twenty-second 
and Twenty-fourth street and in- 
cluding also the block between N 
and O streets and Twenty-third 
and Twenty-fourth. 
Older West- 
ern, league baseball fans will prob- 
ably recognize the old "Western 
league ball grounds as being em- 
braced In this description. 
"Most of this tract was Ideally 
puited for playgrounds, being near- 
ly level and well drained, and only 
ten blocks from the center of the 
business district in a city of a 
population of 61,000, and within one 
block of a large public school. The 
location of a recreation center is 
very Important, as the more ac- 
cessible It Is to the greatest num- 
ber of people the more will it be 
used. 
"The parks of the ancient cities 
were built for the nobility—the 
parks of the American cities should 
be built for the convenience of all 
the citizens, rich and poor. 


The development of this tract as 
tt playground has naturally been 
slow. Houses had to be moved off, 
the old channel of Antelope creek 
straightened, 
drives 
built 
and 
shrubbery planted. 
To give the 
park a proper setting, the O street 
entrance was given a formal land- 
scape treatment 
by building an 
ornamental iron fence at O street 
with four of tho original columns 


from the old "United States treas- 
ury building at "Washington, lo- 
cated at the 
two driveway en- 


trances. 
"The playground proper is cen- 
tered on what would be Twenty- 
third and M- streets. At the pres- 
ent time there are now located 
there the following activities: 


Municipal 
swimming pool 
and 


bathhouse. 
"Ice-skating pond. 
"Children's wading pool 
"Tennis courts. 
'Baseball and football fields. 
"Children's swings and slides. 


Swimming Pool. 


"The outstanding and most pop- 
ular feature of this center is the 
swimming 
pool 
and 
bathhouse. 


This pool was built in 1920 and 
operated 
during 
the year 1921 
under the 
direction of the 
late 


George 
"W. Bates, city 
engineer. 
Since 1921, it has been operated by 
the park department. 


"The 
pool Is 
rectangular 
in 


shape, being 120 feet wide and 210 
feet long, and holds 800,000 gallons. 
A novel feature of tho pool is that 
the central portion, 23 feet wide 
and 210 feet long, has a uniform 
depth of water of S feet to accom- 
modate swimming races. 
In the 
part of the pool north of this cen- 
tral portion the water varies from 
5 feet to nothing at th6 edge; and 
on the south side the water varies 
from 
5 feet to 3 feet. A small 


roped-off wading pool for children 
is provided in one corner. 


"Water is supplied bv an S-lnch 
water 
mam, connected with 
the 


pool, which fills the pool in four 
hours. The pool is drained in two 
houis through a 15-inch pipe dis- 
charging into Antelope cieek. 
"Since 1920 the pool has been 
operated by draining and re-fill- 
ing with fresh -water once a week. 
This method has the disadvantage 
that the 
water is too cold 
for 
bathers until tho second, or even 
the third day after the re-filling, 
thereby 
losing one third of 
the 
availability of the sport. 


"A pressure filter system 
was 


Intended to be used and circulat- 
ing pipes were built, but a short- 
age of funds has prevented its in- 
stallation. 
Funds were appropri- 
ated m 1925, however, and in 1926 
it is planned to install a complete 
re-circulating pressure filter sys- 
tem which will pass all the .water 
in the pool through the filter in 
ten hours. 
In this manner the 


same water can be used through- 
out the entire season, and the pool 
will be available every day. 


Ice-Skating Pond. 


"Lincoln is not well supplied by 
natuic with ice-skating facilities 
To encourage children to skate tho 
park department experimented sev- 
eial jears with artificial shallow 
ponds on earth and clay, but found 
them very unsatisfactory, expen- 
sive, and unreliable in this climate. 
Last year a reinforced 
concrete i 


pond was designed and constructed i 


\\hich has been found very satis- 
factory. This pond is 85 feet wide 
and 300 feet long, consisting sim- 
ply of a 4-inch icinfoiced concrete 
floor slab laid directly on the earth 
with a sloping monolithic rim on 
the edge to hold the water. The 
pond, is so built that it contains 
four inches of water at one end 
and seven inches at the other. A 
concrete gutter is constructed at 
this lower end which drains into 


the city sewer system through a 
valve when it is desired to empty 
the pond. 
The total cost of the 
pond was ?5,500 
There is now 
being built an oinamental stone 
shelter house with a large fireplace 
to furnish heat for the skaters 
"This type of skating pond has 
several advantages, even over a 
natural pond. The shallow water 
eliminates altogether the hazard of 
drowning.

are coddled too much," said one of 
the directors of outdoor spoils. "It 
is not so evident west as it is in the 
eastern schools but it is bad enough 
here. 
It is not the fault of the 


girls, especially, because their par- 
ents have encouraged them to grow 
up as hot house plants, rather than 
De sturdy and healthy. Our work 
Is to promote health, happiness and 
more mental efficiency (or the girls 
In our department, and we believe 
we are succeeding in a great mea- 
sure!"

principally by the mental emotion 
caused by music of various types 


Only the higher t>pe of music is 
used. Such records as Liszt's "Lieb- 
estraum," "Meditation," from Thais, 
"To A Wild Rose," a Rondino move- 
ment from one of Beethovons' num- 
bers, and other of this order are 
plajed, and each girl dances to the 
music as it appeals to her. If she 
thinks the music sug-gests a scarf, 
she has a scarf, or two of them J£ 
necessary.

They are not supposed to. Each is 
develop her idea in any way she 
sees fit. 


The lower class girls wno are just 


beginning the study do not have 
costumes as yet. They are spending 
much of their class periods learning 
about the muscels of the body, and 
why one uses a, certain muscle at a 
certain time instead of some other 
muscle. They are learning how to 
use their muscles correctly, 
the 


foundation for better -work later on. 
Miss Simpson btated there 
were 
several g-irls in her beginning class- 
es -nho had had a great deal of 
aesthetic dancing, but who were 
learning a different 
phase of it 


through the class work. 


The fact that there can be grace 
in merely rolling on the floor would 
cause some of the weight-reducers 
to bit up and take notice. First flat

A little 
machine 
called 
the 
schmetograph was purchased by the 
department this year. It takes a 
picture of the shadow, Just the 
merest shadow of the girl's body 
and the outline is traced on paper. 
One thousand, 
four 
hundred and 
twenty-nine girls have had the out- 
lines traced, and out of that num- 
ber twonty-tv o have Xvhat would 
be called good postmes. Five hun- 
dred and se\cn gidls ha^ e fair pos- 
tures, 709 have poor ones,, and 109 
have very poor posturp. 


The machine is a rather 
small 
affair \vith a glass top. At the side 
are a lens and a mirror. The girl, 
who is disrobed, stands In a little 
room separated from the 
machine 
by a curtain. The reflection of her 
figure is thrown upon the glass as 
a shadow, and the outline Is traced 
from the glass 


"That machine has done ^nore 
good than any amount of lecturing 
could 
possibly 
do," said 
Miss 
Miriam Wagner, one of the direc- 
tors in the department. 


"When they see how they really 
stand, really see themselves 
as 
others see them, then they begin to 
rectify some of their bad habits. Of 
course there are those who do not 
care, but the majority of them are 
Interested. 


"We have asked other members 


of the faculty to aid us in the cor- 
rect posture campaign, because we 
feel that sitting, standing and 
walking correctly are the 
funda- 
mentals of good health. Tho 
de- 
butante slough has had Its III af- 
fect in more ways than one. When 
a person stands incorrectly or walks 
incorrectly or sits incorrectly she 
throws every organ of the body'out 
of place. When she does that she 
cannot help but affect her health, 
and when her health is not good she 
Is incapacitated mentally. So cor- 
rect posture Is really of as much 
interest to every teacher 
in the 
school as it is to us and the' girls 
themselves. 


Sy«tem Gett Results 


"Our major girls have Mie best 
postures, and that is as It should 
be. If they didn't after taking as 
much of this kind of work as they 
have, it would be almost useless to 
try to do anything with the others. 
Next to the majors come the so- 
phomores. 
Again we are pleased 
because in this class we see the re- 
sults of a year's work beginning to 
show. 


"The main idea of physical edu- 
cation is to promote good health, 
and it can't be had without doing 
such simple things as sitting and 
standing well'." 


Miss Wagner also has charge of 
the soccer work in out door sports, 
and Is delighted with the enthusi- 
asm the girls show In this sport 
Miss Mary Wheeler who came to 
Nebraska this year from Chicago, 
Is also one of the out door sporta 
directors. 
She supervises the to- 
bogganing and skating-, and other 
out door activities. Miss Wheeler 
Is also the sponsor of the W A. A.. 
and promoted the 
1ce carnival 
which -was h«ld on the ice pond of 
the university campus Friday and 
Saturday evenings. 


Never before, until this year, has 
Nebraska U had an Ice pond, let 
alone an Ice carnival, and progress 
In out door uports for girls, and all

FORWARD MARCH. 


Nebraska's 1925 record, and more particularly the 


progress made by Lincoln, the capita.! city, in the 
last twelve months, set forth in detail In this issue 
of this newspaper, should be a source of great in- 
spiration 'and pride to the people of this state and 
this community. 


By every- measure of material progress, this com- 


monwealth has made great strides forward. 


Bank deposits are invariably accepted as evidence 


of the .stability, and prosperity of a community. Not 
•ince the( fall of 1920 has the condition of Nebraska 
banks been so" satisfactory. 
Deposits -were within 


$5,000,000 at their high point In 1925 of topping- all 
previous records,'including those feverish months of 
Inflation which followed the war. But even that falls 
to do Nebraska full credit for it was the rural dis- 
tricts which reflected the, greatest gain. 


Agriculture continued the march started in 1923 


and which attained greatest force in the following 
year as a result of bounteous 'crops and satisfactory 
prices for farm, products. 
The December estimate 


of the federal bureau of crop estimates placed Ne- 
braska farm crop production in 1925 well above the 
1300.000,000 mark.- It was slightly short of the pre- 
ceding year but when it Is recalled that most of the 
corn raised In this state will be fed to livestock In- 


' stead of marketed at present prices there is every 


reason to believe that the returns will be ahead of 
those in 1924. This estimate doe's not include any 
of the -wealth represented in cattle and hogs, poultry 
and dairying—a staggering sum ft, Itself—so there is 
firm foundation for the statement that 1925 was an- 
other half billion dollar year in Nebraska. 
• * * 


Unfortnuately these figures represent such huge 


sums of money that they do not give the average son 
or daughter of Nebraska a real gauge of the state's 
greatness. 


Nebraska ranked fifth among all of the states of 


the union in the value of the 22 principal farm cr6ps 
m 1925. She was sixth in 1924. For the 5-year aver- 
age from 191? to 1923, Nebraska ,was eig-hth in the 
United States in the value of £arm products. 


There is every reason to believe the next 10 years 


will be even more generous. Agriculture is becom- 
ing more diversified in this state. Its peoples on the 
farm are not so dependent upon one, two or even 
the three principal grain crops that they were a 
decade ago. They are distributing their efforts scien- 
tifically and In a manner productive of the best re- 
sults. Take the matter of dairying. The develop- 
ment of the dairy industry in Nebaska has been little 
short of miraculous. In 1920 at the close of the war 
the estimated value of dairy produts from Nebraska 
farms was $30,000,000. Five years later, or at the 
close of 1925, their estimated value was $50,000,000 
—a sum greater than the entire return from wheat 
or oats and second only to corn. Nebraska pro- 
duced 56,661,000 pounds of butter in 1920 and 90,000,000 
pounds In 1925, ranking fifth among the states of 
the union. Cheese production jumped from 135,000 
pounds In 1920 to 495,000 pounds in 1925. Nebraska 
was first In the United States in the production of 
dried and powdered buttermilk and sixth In con- 
densed and evaporated milk. 


Meanwhile manufacturing has not been lagging in 


this state. The value of manufactured products in 
1924 
was $234,070,000; in 192B the estimates placed 


them well above a quarter of a billion dollars. The 
state has experienced one-of its best years in Job- 
bing, in retailing, in every activity which claims 
the attention of its people. 
• * * 


There is the same splendid assurance contained 


In the record which Lincoln made during 1925. 


Scarcely a single line of endeavor failed to set a 


new mark during the year. 


Postal receipts, a fair criterion of business activity, 


were the highest in the history of the Lincoln office. 
No city In the United States of equal population 
compares with the Lincoln office In point of receipts. 
It is fiftieth In rank of all of the offices in the United 
States. 


Bank clearings tell the same story. They were 


$40,000,000 greater than In 1924 and the largest in 
'the history of this city. 


But it was in building activities that Lincoln re- 


flected the greatest progress. Permits Issued in 192 a 
were in excess of $7,000,000, or nearly double the ag- 
gregate of any previous year. Half of this sum tvas 
spent in developing the attractive and beautiful resi- 
dential districts which have already drawn national 
attention to this city. 
The remainder -went into 


business properties. 
None of it could properly be 


classified as "boom" development. The new homes 
were needed here. The expansions in the business 
districts -were the natural result of the requirements 
of growing enterprises. 


Equally worthy of note is the fact that 1925 brought 


the solution of two problems'which have been troub- 
ling the people of Lincoln for many years. The first 
had ta do with hotel facilities. The construction of 
two Impressive hostelries means that Lincoln's needs 
in this direction will be taken 
care of for some 


years to come. The second relates to depot facili- 
ties. "Within the next year there is definite assur- 
ance that the Burlington will start construction of a 
new depot of sufficient size of equally pleasing^ con- 
struction and architecture to meet local desires. 
* * *

a steady, consistent growth in Nebraska. There was 
much accomplished in this state in the last year. It 
was the work of builders -who ^refused to confess 
defeat. It was the glorious accomplishment of men 
and women who are devoted to its institutions and 
are grateful for Us privileges. 


"With the same application of industry and thrift 


and vision which has characterized Nebraska agri- 
cuftuie and industry and business In the last three 
years, there is no reason why the onward march 
cannot be continued in 1926.

extent neglected sine* their acquisition, but It must 
be borne In mind that the United States ha* been 
a rather busy government sine* this bit of territory 
came Into Its possession and It will without doubt 
be well taken care of in due time. Hawaii 1* pros- 
perous and contented. 


The forward strides that have been made by Porto 


Rico since that island came under the domination 
of the United States have no equal in all colonial 
history, the advance being in commerce, wealth, edu- 
cation, health, and in fact, every imaginable line. 
: Almost equal progress has been made in the Philip- 
pines, but of course the people of those island* were 
far behind the Porto Ricans to begin with. Further- 
more, there has been a constant agitation upon the 
part of native politicians, possessed of a- consuming 
desire for self glorification and the exploitation of 
their own people, for Immediate Independence. This 
has greatly retarded development and progress, but 
that which has taken place would have been abso- 
lutely unbelievable at the time this government as- 
sumed control. 


Doubtless the people of the United State* have 


profited by the acquisition of these possessions, but 
not through their exploitation, nor to nearly the ex- 
tent .that the people of the Islands have profited by 
reason of American administration. 
All concerned 


have profited through the orderly development of 
the people and.their resources, just as the people of 
continental. America have profited during the same 
period. 


The people of the United States as a whole are not 


covetous, nor are they unduly acquisitive. 
They are 


actuated by a spirit of altruism, and benevolence 
apparently incomprehensible 
to many others and 


their most kindly intended acts are therefore fre- 
quently misconstrued and misinterpreted. 


EDUCATIONAL LEADERSHIP. , 


Another evidence of central 
west leadership Is 


found in the figures of enrollment at the larger 
American universities. 
A few years ago the older 


Institutions In the east attracted by far the largest 
number of students. Now of the ten largest schools 
in the county, based upon full-time resident registra- 
tion, five are In the middle-west, four are in the 
cast and one in the far -west. 
i In the middle west the 
Universities of Illinois, 


Minnesota, Michigan, Ohio State and Wisconsin have 
the' largest numbers of students. The four in the 
east are Columbia, University of Pennsylvania, New 
York university and Harvard 
On the Pacific coast 


the University of California leads. 


The figures provide additional evidence of the 


rapidly dwindling dominance of the Atlantic sea- 
board. There was a time when the country looked to 
New England exclusively for its manufacturing but 
since 1920 the new South has stepped in to strip her 
of her laurels. Since the creatlorf of the federal re- 
serve bank system the east has lost much of the 
power she possessed in financial matters. 
The east 


was never a serious factor in agriculture. 
No-w she 


Is losing her grip upon the educational activities of 
the nation. Leadership is passing to the great in- 
stitutions which have been built.In this central'west 
In the last half century. 


In his connection, Nebraska takes high rank 
She 


has the greatest of universities in this Missouri Val- 
ley region. In point of attendance she ranks twelfth 
in the nation, but a. step behind the University of 
"Washington on the Pacific coast and close on the 
heels of Harvard and Wisconsin 
Enrollment for ex- 


tension courses considered, Nebraska ranks still 
higher up the scale. When the board of regents in 
1914 
discussed plans for a university of 20,000 stu- 


dents at Nebraska, it appeared to be a piece of sheer 
folly. It now develops that they were not far from 
right. Since then total enrollment has doubled and 
is now well above 10,000. If the same ratio of In- 
crease is shown in the next decade, the University 
of Nebraska -will have to be prepared to handle that 
number of students. 


NOT AN ACQUISITIVE POWER. 


A joint resolution has been introduced in congress 


by Representative Stephen G. Porter of Pennsylvania, 
providing for the expenditure of the fund collected 
from Persia, as a result of the killing of Vice Consul 
•Imbrie In 1924, for the education of Persian students 
in the United States. .The fund amount* to $110,000 
In addition to the $60,000 paid by the Persian gov- 
ernment to the widow and $3,000 paid to Mclvin 
Seymour for injuries received at the time of the kill- 
ing of Mr. Imbrie. 


This action is a reminder of that taken by the 


United States with regard to the Indemnity allowed 
this government from that of China following the 
boxer uprising, which was turned back for use in 


LESS LIVESTOCK ON FARMS. 


Present high prices for cattle and hogs have a 


substantial foundation in fact, figures compiled by 
the Department of Commerce reveal. 


The number of head of cattle on American farms 


and ranches in the United States on January 1, 1925 
was 5,080,807 less than In 1920 while s-wine has de- 
creased 7,503,981. The census of 1920 showed 66,652,559. 
head of cattle. Five years later 
there were but 


61,671,752. The swine on the farms of this country, in 
1920 totalled 69,346,409 and In 1925, 51,842,428. 


Nothing more effectively 
reveals the hardships 


through which the livestock 
industry has passed 


since 1820 than the cold figures. No specific branch 
of agriculture was harder hit when the federal re- 
serve districts decided upon a drastic deflation policy 
Most of the cattlemen of the range country had 
purchased large numbers of high-priced stock for 
"feeding. They had borrowed 'heavily at the banks 
and when called on their loans had to rush their 
stuff to market at sacrifice prices. It forced hun— 
dreds of them into bankruptcy and left others deeply 
Involved. But even -more tragically it denuded the 
range country of cattle and placed it in a position 
where it will take years to beat back. 
Restocking 


the ranges cannot be accomplished in a month or a 
year. Some of the best posted livestock men In the- 
country believe that it will take a decade before the 
livestock reserves are built up to the point which they 
were at the close of the war. 


It is this situation which now offers encouragement 


to those engaged in that line of industry. Cattle and 
hogs are likely to command high prices for some 
years to come-. Nebraska, with few rivals as a cattle- 
raising state, should profit immeasurably.

Construction of Cage Aerial 


The flat top portion of a 
cage 


aerial is built around small -woori- 
en hoops about two feet in diame- 
ter, while the lead-in may be 'ar- 
ranged around hoops 
about six 
Inches in diameter. 


One Caute of Howling. " 


The howl of a five-tube set is 
sometimes due to a defective tube 
in the audio frequency portion of 
the receiver. It can be remedied 
by substituting a new tube or by 
interchanging the tubes

To Locate Cause of Interference. 
Interference from a light socket 
or household 
appliances can 
be 
tracked down with a simple device. 
In one end of a

A Sastisfactory "Ground." 


When a "ground" wire soldered 
to a cold water pipe is desired, it is 
advisable to turn off the water at 
the main, if possible, and drain the 
pipe before commencing operations. 
If the pipe is filled with cold wat- 
er, it is difficult to attain the re- 
quisite temperature. All this .is 
rather troublesome, however, and 
quite a satisfactftro- connection can 
be made by cmpflying one of t'.ie 
many ground clips which are sold 
for making connection with water 
pipes. If the pipe is 
thoroughly 
denned and the clip carefully and 
tishtly put on a joint will result 
•which will remain good indefinitely. 


Finishing the Panel. 


The smooth-grained finish on the 
panel of a receiving 
set can bo 
made by clamping the panel down 
on a table after all the holes have 
been drilled. First get some very 
coarse sandpaper or steel wool simi- 
lar to that used for cleaning kitch- 
en utensils.

Rub the panel in long even strokes 
In one direction. Do not rub across 
the panel or back and forth along 
Us length, but in one 
direction 
only, otherwise scratches will ap- 
pear. Continue to rub until 
tho 
glossy black finish is entirely oblit- 
erated. In a short while the panel 
•will be covered with 
gray dust. 
Wipe this dust off with a 
soft 


cloth and tackle any spots that are 
black. 
Next procure five or six 
sheets of the finest sandpaper and 
a bottle of lubricating oil. 
Pour 
some of the oil on the 
panel and 


». snread it all over the surface in a 
. thin coating. 
Rub 
this coatinp 
clown with the fine sandpaper, tak- 
ing- care not to rub through the oil 
and cause a gray place to appear 
Next, taking: care not rub through 


the oil and dust, apply a second 
coating of oil. Rub this down and 
repeat for the third and last time. 
By hard rubbing with a soft cloth 
all remaining traces of oil can be 
taken away and the panel will be 
finished. It is best to 
wrap the 
sandpaper around a small block of 
wood, holding the wood and paper 
together and rubbing the 
wood 
against the panel.

in, many cases. Announcers at 
American stations will give their 
call letters in several foreign lan- 
guages in this first period, 10 to 
11 eastern time, and listeners will 
soon grow familiar with the lan- 
guages used, so that on the entry 
of the American silence the voices 
of foreign announcers who will come 
on the air in special programs for 
American fajis will have a familiar 
ring. 
In the first night of the tests, 
Sunday, January 24, British broad- 
casters will fill the air with their 
programs, some of the foremost 
radio stars of England being sched- 
uled to appear before the micro- 
phone In special programs.

/In view of the late hour at which 
the broadcasters will face the mic- 
rophone overseas the radio week 
committee, which has the details of 
the work in charge, has arranged 
to receive from the 
broadcasters 
overseas who are active, complete 
logs of their programs, 
showing 
how they differ from the advance 
programs which will be published 
in radio pages everywhere in this 
country. These confirmation pro- 
crams, as- they are styled, will be 
prepared and edited by the com- 
mittee and published a few days af- 
ter the tests are completed. They 
will also1 be available for checking 
claims of distant reception by local 
radio fans. Newspapers in many 
sections are handling the work of 
confirmation, or national confirma- 
tions may be had from Radio 
Broadcast, Garden City.

In a 
statement to the press M. Briand 
said that the old government hart 
outlKed its usefulness and that he 
welcomed the addition of M. Cail-

A new budget would be made at 


once and would constitute, he said, 
the best budget of the last three 
weeks. 
This budget, ivhihc will 


absolutely ensure the stability of 
French finance, will be based on a 
vote of natural credit supported 
by a universal loan and guaranteed 
as a public debt. 
M. Caillaux, whose financial gen- 
ius never shone more brightly, is 
working out a new tax, to replace 
the proposed capital levy and the 
income tax, and to be called the 
tax on somebody else. 
It is said in well informed cir- 
cles that if the government can be 
widened to include a royalist ele- 
ment and to take in a few com- 
munists and a bloc of socialists, 
its success will be assured. 
If it 
can then pursue a policy which

be sufficiently clerical

If 
you will prepare yourself you are 
sure to sing at the Metropolitan!" 
A statement hard to believe. But 


both Carmela and Rosa did believe 
it. 
Moreover, Carmela, who aHo 


hoped for an operatic career and 
was later to realize her hope, signi- 
fied "her faith in her sister by step- 
ping aside to give her a clear track. 
In March, 1918, Rosa Ponselle got 


a chance to sing before Enrico Ca- 
ruso. 
Caruso told Giulio Gatti- 
Casazza, general manager 
of the 


Metropolitan, about her and he gave 
her audition. He at once signed 
her to a contract. The next six 
months were spent in hard study. 
In November of the same year she 
made her first appearance as Leon- 
ora in "La Forza del Destino," and 
at once was hailed as a great dra- 
matic soprano. 
Emulating Mary Garden, she had 


improved the interim in diet and 
exercise and weight reduction. So 
the audience which greeted a new 
singing star also feasted its ey 
upon a new Metropolitan beauty of 
marvelous physique. 


But if the world of music ex- 
perienced a great thrill over this 
debut, its sensation was as noth- 
ing compared to that of a certain 
woman resident of Meridan, Conn. 
For this woman, Anna Ryan, wa!s 
the discovery of Rosa Ponselle's 
musical genius and it was she who 
started the girl, then Rosa Pon- 
zilla, upon her career. 


The relationship of Anna Ryan 


and Rosa Ponselle provides one oL 
the finest episodes in the history 
of music. In her success Miss Pon- 
selle has made Miss Ryan her con- 
stant companion, friend and 
ad- 
viser. 
Back in the day when Rosa was 
not jet in her teens, the child of 
Italian immigrants who had settled 
in Meriden,, Miss Ryan was the or- 
ganist of the church of Our Lady 
of Mount Carmel, in charge of the 
choir. 


Was Given First Solo. 
She noticed the quality of Rosa's 


voice and placed her in the chorus 
of the choir. The little girl's talen 
developed so rapidly that one day 
she said to Tier: 
"My dear, I'm going to give you 


a solo to sing." 
It was a great event In the lives 


of Rosa and her parents, Benjamin 
and Madalena Ponzilla. Her com- 
plete success confirmed her as a 
regular singer of solos. Also Anna 
Ryan was so interested that volun 
tarily she thereafter gave her pro- 
tege piano lessons free of charge. 
When- Rosa was in her early 


teens it became necessary for her 
and Carmela to go to work to help 
support the family. Carmela, whose 
voice also showed great promise, 
got a job singing in a cabaret, Rosa 
a place in a nickelodeon, or five- 
cent motion picture house. 
Her duty was to play the piano, 
providing an accompaniment that 
would fit the action of the picture, 
and to sing an occasional solo, her 
pay being $12.50 per week. 
It is a tribute to her youthful 


musicianship and |o the training 
Miss Ryan had given her that at 
the end of a week a. rival showman 
offered her $18 a week to officiate 
at his piano. She accepted, chiefly 
because, with the added pay, she 
could buy a plume for her hat. 


Two years and a half later she 
went to New Haven as a singer in 
a cabaret at ISO a week, f«llowlng 
her sister, who seems to have been 
a sort of pathfinder for the younger 
woman. 


Two years passed. Carmela was 


in New York In vaudcvllU and 
Rosa went there. After fuith«r ap- 
prenticeship in a cabaret, Rosa 
joined her sister in the "two-a.-day" 
in a sister singing act -that wa« not 
long in winning headllner honors. 
Then followed the big: leap to grand 
opera. 


When success came to the Bisters 


in New York" Miss Ryan was not 
forgotten. She was sent for, quickly 
joined them, and has remained ever 
sincethelrclose friend and adviser.^

New Discoveries In History 


Of State Expected This Year 


Startling discoveries .concerning 


Tv-liat is now Nebraska may be made 
by the state historical society dur- 
ing the coming twelve months, it 
has been indicated by officials. 
A vast amount of woik of great 


importance in compiling history of 
Nebraska was accomplished in 1925 
by the superintendent' of the Ne- 
braska State Historical society and 
his assistants. But as great as is 
the importance of the discoveries 
which have been made it is con- 
sidered likely that 1926 will see even 
more important information gleaned 
for the records. 
Some of the material acquired 
has led the superintendent A. E. 
Sheldon and the curator, E. E. 
Blackman to believe that it is not 
beyond the possibility that this sec- 
tion of America was inhabited by 
people of the stone age. More, it is 
believed that they came from the 
east. Some from what is now Ohio, 
and some part of a band of Che- 
rokee Indians which left the parent 
tribe and came across the Missis- 
sippi river, and all trace of them 
lost. 
Perished In Nebraska. 


It is not impossible," according to 


the curator, that 
this 
band for 


which Sequoia hunted so many 
years and lost his life in the search, 
became extinct on Nebraska soil. 
Recent discoveries indicates it, he 
claims. 
Other discoveries 
of the year 
may lead to further 
establishing 


the claim that in 1720 a Spanish

Although these discoveries are 


nmong the most important yet made 
concerning the state's earliest his- 
tory, other still more 
Important 


finds may be made during the com- 
ing year. 
These it is considered 


likely, will come as a result of a 
study of work already accomplished, 
and further investigation of places 
which have given up valuable his- 
torical data during the past year. 


Year of Achievement. 


In his report to the state histori- 
cal society at its annual meeting 
Tuesday at the art gallery of the 
University of Nebraska. Superin- 
tendent Sheldon, told of the out- 
standing achievements of the year 
just closed. The report fpllows:

"This collection of about 10,000 


artifacts was located by Curator 
Blackman during his exploration in 
southeast Nebraska.

Material Published. 


The translation and publication 


of important material from Span- 
ish invasion of Nebraska by a Span- 
ish army under Col. Villasur in the 
summer of 1720.

"A survey of the region and the 


evidence made by A. T. Hill of the 
society together with the superin- 
tendent and a considerable company 
from Nebraska and Kansas, was 
concluded in October. Remarkable 
discoveries of beautiful Spanish and 
English coins and medals were made 
on this, site during the past year 
by Mr. Hill who has shown his in- 
terest in establishing the correct- 
ness of this historic 
point by 


purchasing the ICO acres of land on 
which is located the ancient Paw- 
nee village where Lieutenant Pike 
ordered down the Spanish flag on 
September 9, 1806, and hoisted the 
Stars and Stripes. 


Trail Across Nebraska. 


Acting in company with Professor 


Andrew Jensen, historian of the 
Mormon church at Salt Lake City, 
the 
Nebraska 
Historical 
society 


made a survey from the Missouri 
river to Ft. Laramie, of the first 
wagon tracks north of the Platte 
river, called the Mormon or Cali- 
fornia trail made in the spring of 
1847 by Brigham Toung" nad his pio- 
neer party in their journey to Salt 
Lake. The data for mapping the 
entire route is now in hand, and 
the diaries of the first party upon 


the trail will become part of the 
library. 


Addition to Library. 


The chief additions to the library 
consist of fifty volumes given by 
the Daughters and Sons of the 
American Revolution: A large man- 
uscript collection upon the woman 
suffrage campaigns in Nebraska, 
given by E. E. Correll of Hebron 
from the papers of his father and 
mother; from the Nebraska authors, 
gifts of their, work numbering sev- 
enty-two volumes. 
Additions to Newspaper 
Depart- 


ment. 


partment include six large boxes of 
Nebraska 
and other newspapers 


from the estate of Chas. Wooster 
of Silver Creek, a gift from his 
daughter; 
files 
of the Beatrice 


Weekly Express from 1877 by Mrs. 
L. W. Colby; A complete bound file 
of the Nebraska Conservative from 
Mrs. A. J. Sawyer and similar bound 
files from the Nebraska Union Far- 
mer at Omaha. 


During the year the society has 


installed at "the request of the state 
park board a collection of duplicate 
historical material at Arbor Lodge, 


and has received a collection of 
great historical value from the es- 
tates of Paul Goss, pioneer of Bel- 
levue. 


Other Activitiet. 
"Other activities of .the society 


during the year must be "summarized 
briefly are: 
"Numerous 
historical 
lectures 


given by members of the staff in 
Nebraska and elsewhere. 


"Exhibition of the society's ma- 


terial given at various county fairs 
and pioneer meetings. 


"The Pahuk Monument associa- 


tion, consisting of prominent cit- 
izens of Saunders and Dodge coun~ 
ties, was formed during the past 
summer, the superintendent taking 
part in its formation. Its purpose is 
to erect a lofty monument on the 
Pawnee sacred hill of Pahuk, about 
two miles northeast of Cedar Bluffs 
in Saunders county, overlooking the 
Platte Valley for many miles. 


"An index of early territorial 


newspapers, in the aggregate about 
5,000 index cards, has been added 
to the research equipment during 
the year.

$4,500,000 Spent on Highways 
In Nebraska in 1925; Even More 


Work Is To Be Done This Year 


Definite plans for grading, grav- 


eling, and paving of state highway 
for this year 
have not yet been 


completely 
formulated, 
but 
it i; 


thought the number of miles of 1m- 
provedjroad will equal, and possiblj 
sxceed a trifle, the number of miles, 
improved in 1925. 
Highway 
im- 


provement is always a costly prob- 
em, but out of the money expendec 
the state 
Is gradually securing a 


system of improved highways that 
will make Jt one of the main sec- 
tions in the transcontinental high- 
way system. 


In addition, the public -work's de- 


partment 
of the state will be in 


charge of the maintenance of the 
tate highway system this year, In 
•lace of county departments as has 
teen the case since 1919. The de- 
iartment also Is to advertise for 
aids on the new official road mark- 
ers, a covered wagon within a dia- 
mond shaped figure, with the high- 
way number marked on the wagon, 


fter plans agreed 
upon by the 


American association 
of Highway 


fflcials 
and 
for other official 


•arning signs. 
During 
the year 1925, the de- 


artment of public works let con- 
racts for 450 miles of grading and 
ermanent drainage structures, 915 
liles 
of gravel surfacing, and 20 


:iles of pavement. 
The paving- in- 


uded some in Douglas county, a 
hort piece out East O street, one 


and one-half miles in Dodge coun- 
ty, and 
another small piece near 


Columbus. 


The department constructed slx- 


ty-se\-en bridges. 
The bridges are 


largely of steel superstructure with 
concrete 
flooring, but a few are 


made of creosoted timber structure, 
especially in the west. 


In 1924, the state graded 372 miles 


of roadway, laid 18 miles of pave- 
mentt and graveled 470 miles. Based 
upon these figures, the contracts 
let in the year just past allowed for 
78 more miles of grading, 445 more 
miles of gravel, and 2 miles more 
of paving. 
During the construc- 


tion season, the state employed a 
maximum of 220 men on its road 
work. 


Figuring" that the -work during 


the past year -was but three-quar- 
ters completed, the state now has 
about 2720 miles of graded roads 
87 miles of paved 
highways, and 


1301 
miles of 
graveled 
road, all 


built under state and federal aid 
These figures do not include high- 
ways improved by other means. Of

Batteries^and Oils Are the 


Cause Of Greatest 


Inconveniences.

There is a preventative ;fpr every 


ill that cold weather briiigs to auto- 
mobiles. Unfortunately, many own- 
ers do not realize that by taking or- 
dinary care of their ffars, they can 
save much trouble and expense. 
One of the 
greatest 
inconven- 


iences is found In battery failure 
due to cold. This is caused by fail- 
ure to prepare the battery for the 
extra load that zero -weather puts 
on it. The battery should be kept 
fully charged and filled with water 
After filling, 'the engine should be 
run "for an hour or so before being 
left out in the cold, to prevent the 
iiesh water remaining on top and 
freezing. The charging rate should 
be increased slightly to compensate 
lor tne extra load. 


The -work of the battery can be 


lightened by using 
any 
of 
the 
"winter" 
gasolines marketed by 


most oil companies The oil should 


•'be changed more frequently than in 
warm weather, to prevent crank- 
case dilution. This evil is caused by 
the "sweating" of a cold engine, 
-which allows moisture to gather in- 
side the cylinders and dram into the 
01! Dilution is caused also by too 
free use of the choke. If too much 
•nathre forms in the oil reservoir* it 
remains at the bottom of the crank- 
case v.here the pump is located, and 
ma> freeze, stalling the oiling sys- 
tem and resulting in serious damage 
to the engine. 


The anti-fr»eze mixture in the 


radiator should be kept 
at 
the 
proper proportions to prevent freez- 
ing. The solution drains away or is 
lost from various causes, and must 
be renewed at regular intervals. 


Lubrication in the transmission 


should be lightened, th? carburetor 
hhoiild be adjusted and the engine 
oil changed to keep the car operat- 
ing at its highest efficiency during 
the cold weather .

In Nebraska in 1925; Even More 


Work Is To Be Done This Year

Definite plans for grading, grav- 


eling and paving of state highways 
for this jear 
have not yet been 


completely 
formulated, 
but it is 


thought the number of miles of Im- 
proved .road will equal, and possibly 
exceed a trifle, the number of miles 
improved m 1925. 
Highway im- 


provement is always a costly prob- 
lem but out of the money expended 
the state 
Is gradually securing a 


svstem of improved highways that 
will make It one of the main sec- 
tions in the transcontinental high- 
way system. 


In addition, the public -works de- 


partment of the state will be in 
charge of the maintenance of the 
state highway system this year in 
place of county departments as has 
Seen the case since 1819.

partment of public works let con-

The paving in- 
cluded some in Douglas county, a 
short piece out East O street, one 


and one-half miles in Dodge coun- 
ty, and 
another small piece near 


Columbus. 


The department constructed six- 


ty-seven bridges. The bridges are 
largely of steel superstructure with 
concrete 
flooring, 
but a few are 


made of creosoted timber structure, 
especially in the west. 


In 1924, the state graded 372 miles 


of roadway, laid 18 miles of pave- 
ment and graveled 470 miles. Based 
upon these figures, the contracts 
let in the year just past allowed for 
78 more miles of grading-, 445 more 
miles of gravel, and 2 miles more 
of paving.

There is a preventative fpr every 


ill that cold weather brings to auto- 
mobiles. Unfortunately, many own- 
ers do not realize that by taking- or- 
dinary care of their cars, they can 
save much trouble and expense. 


One of the 
greatest 
inconven- 


iences is found in battery failure 
due to cold. This Is caused by fail- 
ure to prepare the battery for the 
extra load that zero weather puts 
on it. The battery should be kept 
fully charged and filled with water. 
After filling, "the engine should be 
run 'for an hour or so before being- 
left out in the cold, to prevent the 
liesh water remaining on top and 
freezing-. The charging rate should 
be increased slightly to compensate 
for the extra load. 


The -work of the battery can be 


lightened by using 
any 
of 
the 
"winter" gasolines marketed 
by 


most oil companies. The oil should 
'be changed more frequently than in 
warm weather, to prevent crank- 
case dilution. This evil is caused by 
the "sweating" of a cold engine, 
which allows moisture to gather in- 
side the cylinders and drain into the 
oil. Dilution Is caused also by too 
free use of the choke. If too much 
wathre forms in the oil reservoir, it 
remains at the bottom Df the crank- 
case v. here the pump is located, and 
may freeze, stalling the oiling sys- 
tem and resulting in serious damage 
to the engine. 


The anti-frieze mixture in the 


radiator should be kept 
at 
the 
proper proportions to prevent freez- 
ing. The solution drains away or is 
lost from various causes, and must 
be renewed at regular Intervals. 


Lubrication in the transmission 


should be lightened, the carburetor 
hhould be adjusted and the engine 
oil changed to keep the car operat- 
ing at its highest efficiency during 
the cold weather . 


BRAKES CAUSE TIRE TROUBLE. 


If a tire slips or skids when mak- 


ing an ordinary stop. It is an in- 
dication that one brake is dragging 
or that the brakes are improperly 
equalized. Tires can be saved and 
skidding minimized by having the 
brakes properly adjusted.
